YESTERDAY evening the performances at this Thestre consisted 
of Self-Accusation, Like Father Like Son, The Haunted Inn, 
and Life in the Ciouds.

Last night To Marry or Not to Marry wes performed 
for the second time with unavimous spplause. Macready and Miss

elicited the warmest spprobation throughout the piece. Sweet- 
hearts and Wives followed, and the entertainments concluded 
with the revived Farce of Family Jars. The latter Farce was 
originally produced at this house on the 24:h of August, 1822, on 
Monday next therefore it will have been oo the stege 18 years. 
This piece possesses the great merit of bravity. The author has 
not allowed bimself time to grow dull, and though the dislogue 
does not Sparkle with the brilliancy of wit and humour, yet from 
the exertions of the performers it afforded a great deal of merri- 
meet. Delph, originally played by Liston, was acted last night 
by Mr. David Rees, who infosed a great deal of rich and unctious 
humour io the part, and made the bouse roar with laughter. The 
authoritative parental air which be assumed towards his son, Dig- 
gory, was supported with the most ludicrous gravity. Oxberry, 
as tue latter personsge, was as unpolished a clown as could be de- 
sired, snd Strickland, as Porcelain, played with the utmost possi- 
ble effect. The performance of Liddy by Mrs. Edwio Yarnold 
was admirably conceived. Altogether the Farce experienced the 
heartiest reception.—The house was crowded.
